The 
primitive churches, constituted under the 
samediate direction of the wspired apos 
‘tles, were composed of self-condemned 
‘sinners, who were by nature children of 
|wrath even as others ; but being pricked 
‘in their hearts and quickenedc by the 
Spirit of God, fled for refuge to the hope 
| set before them in the Gospel. They 
|believed the testimony given of God’- 
‘dear Son, and having gladly received the 
‘truth, were baptized both men and women. 
| Vo the first Gospel charch in Jerosalem 
‘itis said. the Lord added daily such as 
should be saved, and they continued stead 
fustly in the Aposiles’ doctrine and fellow- 
| ship, and in breaking of bread, and in pray 
‘ers. The Church at Corinth consisted of 
those who were sanctified in Christ Jesus, 
called to be saints, and who called upon 
the name of Jesus Christ our Lord. The 
members of the church at Colosse, hud 
| put off the old man with his deeds, and put 
jon the new man, which 1s renewed in knowl- 
edge ufter the image of him that created 
him: and the Brethren at Rome, were 


; 


called to be saints. Now if these apostol 
‘ic churches were erected opon correct 
principles. (and who so contumacious or 
ischismatic as to deny it?) they are cer- 
‘tainly tous infallible guides, and present us 
‘with a perfect pattern Ifthey received 
only such as professed to be born ef God, 
‘and gave evidence that they were begoiten 
‘again to a lively hope, by the resurrection 
‘ot Jesus Christ trom the dead. we should 
imitate their example ; and if there come 
‘any unto us and bring not this doctrine, we 
hare commanded not to recerve him into our

SIERRA LEONE. 
Address of the Liberated Africans. 

We have, on various occasions, quoted 
the Addresses which have been delivered 
at missionary meetings by liberated Afri- 
cans ; aud shall now add some others, de- 
livered by persons connected with Re- 
pgent’s Town. 

One of the Native Teachers spoke as 
follows— 

»» My Dear Friends—I cannot be thank- 
ful enough for the mercies which I have 
received. I can say that ‘the Lord 
hath done great things for me, whereof | 
am glad,’ but still [do not feel grateful 
enough. 

‘** Itis God who pnt it into the hearts 
of good people to come here to do us good. 
We were brought here through much 
trouble ; for we were afraid of our bodies, 
lest they should be killed ; but it was for 
the good of our souls, 

** It is God that has done all these 
things for us ; we can never be thankful 
enough. As the Lord has done great 
things for us, we ought to do something 
‘for our country people. As we have re- 
‘ceived the Gospel freely, we ought to 
give freely. We received books and 
teachers to teach us the word of God. 

‘It is written in St. Paal’s epistle to 
the Phillipians, ii. 10, 11, “ that at the 
name of Jesus every knee should bow ;” 
so that we hope that God will send His 
word to our country people. You know 
what astate they are in. The stones, 
that they worship, cannot save them: the 
sticks, that they worship, caunot save 
them. No! none but Jesus can save them. 
Our Poor country: people don’t know that 
they have a soul, nor that there is any 
such a person asthe Lord Jesus Christ. 
| am very thankful for what God has done 
for me, but] am not worthy to speak to 
yon about the Gospel. We must not 
think that giving our coppers is a great 
thing. for the Lord brought us naked into 
this place, and has done much for us ; 
and if we have put our hands to the Gospel 
plough, we ought not to look hack : but I 
fear some of you want to look back—you 
that promise to give sixpence, and then 
only want to give threepence !” 


Another of the Native Teachers said— 


** My Dear friends—I cannot fully ex- 
press what I teel on this occasion. [| can- 
not be too thankful to God, and the Gov- 
ernment, I mean the King of England., 1 
desire to be thanklul to God for his good- 
ness for me, and if | was to give all that 
I have got, it would not be enough.

yourselves into the hands of your Pastor, 
who having immersed you in the name of 
our blessed Lord, will easily and instant} 
raise you out of the water. That Leod: 
who knows what death is, who died a vio. 
lent, shameful, cursed death, for your 
sakes, will be with you when you walk 
through the valley of the shadow of death 
which the light of his countenance shall 
turn into the morning glory ; and he will, 
with a word, raise up your bodies at the 
last day, transformed into the likeness of 
his own glorified immortal body, in which 
he now sits on the right hand of the Ma- 
jesty on high. 

I trust you will ever remember, that 
you are baptized not to make zealots for 
a party ; but in consequence of an over. — 
whelming sense of obligation to your bles. 
sed Redeemer, you punctually obey him 
in this one point, as a pledge of your 
readiness to obey him all things. As you 
would not deviate from a_ punctual con- 
formity to his will, in acase where you 
are exposed to reproach for singularity, 
so you willcarefully comply with those 
numerous and still more important di- 
rections, wherein all his followers are 
agreed as to the meaning of his word. 
You are about to be baptized, not that 
your baptism should be forgotten as soon 
as itis over: but that you may ever re- 
member, that the vows of God are upon 
you, and that you are bound to follow the 
Lord whithersoever he goeth. This 
day’s work is but the commencement of 
a public profession of ardent attachment 
to him who loved you and gave himself for 
you. Ever consider your baptism as a 
memorial of permanent and eternai obliga- 
tions. 

Surely, my hearers, it must appear to 
the unprejudiced, that baptism is a noble 
and significant institution. It demands, 
therefore, your serious examination, into 
the proper mode of its administration ; 
the proper subjects to whom it should be 
administered ; and the important ends for 
which it was appointed. If you find our 
sentiments on these particulars agreeable 
to the divine word, and you pussess the 
scriptural requisites to entitle you toclaim - 
it, surety it ought to engage your ready 
submission. It would be ungrateful, in- 
deed, to neglect an acknowledged com- 
mand otf Christ, under anotion that obedi- 
ence to it is not essential to salvation. 
You would not take it well of a beloved 
child, who should say, ‘l understand my 
father’s will, and am aware that he has 
given me directions, with which | could 
easily comply ; but as he will not disin- 
herit me if | should neglect one of his 
injunctions, and I do show my love to him 
in other ways, | shall not scruple disobey- 
ing him in this one particular.’ Surely if 
any of us thus requite the Lord, we shall 
act a part that is both foolish and disingen- 
uous. 

But however clear this subject may ap- 
pear to myself, I dare not call in question 
the sincerity of many who are differently 
minded. When I reflect onthe early in- 
troduction of various errours into the 
church, and consider the influence of ed- 
ucation, the power of prejudice, and the 
deticiency of all our knowledge, | feel 
quite averse to judge others, and am as 
willing they should think for themselves, 
as | am unwilling they should think for 
me. I feel adisposition cordially to es- 
teem all those, who agree with us in the 
truths signified by this ordinance, though 
they may differ from us as to the adminis- 
tration of it. May the only contest among 
Christians be, who shall show that he is 
not merely sprinkled by the spirit of love, 
but as it were immersed therein. We 
are sure many of our brethren will have 
no objection to this spiritual immersion ; 
and that they pray God we may all enjoy 
it. 

Let those of our own persuasion, who 
have already been baptized, reflect fre- 
quently on their former solemn engage- 
ments, and stand to the surrender they 
oace made of themselves to Gud. Why 
were you baptized, if you did not mean to 
be wholly the Lord’s? Ifyou did not 
feel a filial affection to the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, as your Father who is 
in Heaven? Ifyou did not feel your ob- 
ligations to the Redeemer, and mean to 
be subject to him ia all things ? Ifyou did 
not take the Holy Spirit as your sanctifier, 
desiring to be led by him continually ? Why 
were you washed in much water, if you did 
notintend to acknowledge universal pol 
lution, and express your desire after uni- 
versal purity ? Wh 5 ae in this or- 
dinance wi rist’s death and 
resurrection, if you did notthink sin to be 
worthy of death, afd that it-needed a great 
propitiation, requiring the Lamb of God 
to he slain as our Passover, that the stroke
